Police Kept Busy Separating 
Angry Slavs Following 
Educator’s Lecture. 


WOMEN FIGHT WITH MEN. 


Differences of opinion as to what ought to 
be done with Hungary turned sedate Mich- 
an avenue into a scene of broil and riot 
last night after Count Albert Apponyi had 
delivered an resa to the United Hun- 
garian societies imMusic hall at the Fine Arts 
building. 

The meeting itself was turned topsy-turvy 
by a delegation of Hungarian Socialists and 
Slavs, who had distributed themselves in 


‘various parts of the house. These attempted’ 


to drown out the speaker, shouted defiance 
at the police, and successfully opposed ejec- 
tion from the building. 

Outside the building were a thousand dis- 
appointed men and women who failed to get 
into the hall. A spirit of protegt against 
the Apponyi policies got sympathy from this 
crowd and rioting started at once. 

Two Arrests Are Made. 

John Sipons, 722 Temple street, and a 
man who gave the name Stekyek, were ar- 
rested and taken to the Harrison street po- 
lice station charged with inciting riots. 

When Count Apponyi left the building to 


80 to his automobile the crowd set ura

A small band of Hungarian Socialists 
started the ory and then it was taken up 
by 600 voices. The first riot occurred in 
front of the Chicago club when an Apponyi 
champion slugged a man who had spoken 
sMghtingly of the Hungarian statesman, 
Hats flew right and left.

A 
dozen policemen rushed down the aisle and 
three disturbers were put out. Lowinger went 
on with a eulogy of Apponyi and frequently 
was interrupted with cat calls and hisses.

He had not spoken for more tham five 


minutes when a man jumped up in the middle 


of the house and exclaimed: 

“Don’t talk about that any more. Why 
don’t you talk about the franchise? When 
are you going to give all the people of Hun- 
gary the francaise and not just those who 
pay taxes?” 

Men shouted the Hungarian equivalent for 
** hear, hear,“ and the police began the task 
of removing disturbers. Each time a man 
went through the door a deafening cheer 
went up from those outside.

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COMMERCE BOARD 
DECIDES AGAINST 


Advances of $60,000,000 
Yearly in Eastern and West- 
em Cases Disapproved. 


VIGTORY FOR REFORM IDEAS 


Carriers Must Cancel Their Increases 
by March 10 and Restore the 
Former Schedules. 


SAYS LINES ARE MAKING MONEY

The genera] increase of freight rates sought 
by the railroads in the east and middie 
west was refused today by the interstate 
commerce commission. 


Y In the most sweeping decision ever made 


in the bistory of the body the commission 
Genies even the slightest advance in any of 
the rates which the railroads contended 
would be necessary to their continued pros 
perity. 

The decision puts beyond present reach, at 


nual income which the carriers expected 
realize from the proposed increases. The 
argument of the railroad officials that this 
additional revenue would be necessary to 
meet the Increased cost of equipment and 
operation and to make contemplated exten- 
sions the commission found absolutely un- 
convincing. The roads, according to the 
commission, are in the best of condition, 
making money, and in no need of swelling 
their present incomes by increasing the 
charges to shippers, 


Victory for Progressive Ideas. 

The finding is booked upon as the pro- 
gressive verdict of a commission that since 
ite reconstitution at the beginning of 
year is of a decidedly progressive characten, 
The action of the body in protecting the 
shippers of the country from the imposi- 
tlop of an additional burden of transporta- 
tion expense is the first tangible result of 
the operation of the amendmentsto the in 
terstate commerce law made at the last aes 
sion of the present congress. 

The object of those amendments was to 
make it tmpossible for railroads to advance 
rates unless warranted and to place the bur- 
den of proof on the carriers. The precise 
provisions which made the eweeping decision 
of today possible were injected into the legis- 
lation as a result of the efforts of the pro- 
gressive Republican senators who triumphed 
over the opposition of the old guard working 
in behalf of the railroads. 

The shippera, represented by Attorneys 
Louis Brandeis of Boston, and Walter 
Fisher of Chicago, met the representations 
of the railroads with testimony showing the 
tremendous prosperity of the roads, their 
exaggeration of increased expense, 


tunities of making more money through 
scientific economy than they would from in- 
creasing freight charges. 

May Appeal to Commerce Court, 

The only recourse the railroads have from 
this decision is an appeal to the newly con- 
stituted commerce court, and the general 
opinion here is that this step will be taken 
at once. 

The proposed advances in class freight 
rates in official classification territory ag- 
gregated among all the railways in the ter- 
ritory approximately $27,000,000 a year. 

In the case involving the increases by the 
railroads in western trunk line territory, 
the commission declined to approve the pro- 
posed advances in commodity rates. The 
carriers in both cages are required to cancel 
on or before March 10 their advanced tariffs 
and restore their former rates, which are 
the rates now in eect. 

If this requirements be not complied with 
the commission will issue a formal order 


ting into effect the existing rates for at least 
two years. 
Some Rates Not Disturbed. 

In the cage of the railroad commission of 
Texas against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé and other carriers, known popularly as 
the southwestern rate case, the commission 
declined to disturb the commodity rates or 
the first class rates complained of. The 
defendants are ordered, however, to reduce 
the second class rates, which were in- 
creased from $1.21 to 61.29, to $1.25. On the 
remaining classes the defendants are re- 
quired to restore the rates in effect before 
the increased rates were published. 

In brief, this is the disposition made by 
the interstate commerce commission of the 
most important cases ever brought to its at- 
tention.

Drought Before Public Last Spring. 

Both the eastern and western cases were 
brought td public attention in the spring 
of 1910. Just prior to the enactment of the 
existing interstate commerce law, which, in 
part, became effective on June 18, 1910, the 
railways of official classification territory 
Ii in all—and those of western trunk line 
association territory filled with the inter- 
state commerce commission tariffs “making 
general increases in their freight rates. 

The tariffs filed by the eastern lines in- 
creased the first class rate, between New 
York and Chicago points fifteen cents a 
hundred pounds—{from 75 cents to 90 cents; 
and made proportional advances, ranging 
from 8 to 20 per cent, on the other five 
classes Some advances also were made on 
oommodity rates; but the great bulk of the 
commodity tonnage of freight was not dis- 
turbed. The proposed advances afiected ap- 
proximately fifteen per cent of the total 
freight tonnage. 

Approximately the same amount of ton- 
mage was affected by the increases pro- 
posed by the western lines, but the class 
rates were not affected. Commodities alone 
were increased, the average advance on 
about 180 different articles being substan- 
tially sixteen per cent, the increase varying 
from about four per cent in some cases to 
fifty per cent in others. 


Law Gives Commission Power. 

At the time the tarifts were filed the com- 
mission had no authority te suspend ad- 
vances in rates pending an investigation of 
their reasonableness; but, after canferences. 
with the commission and with President Taft, 
the railway officials agreed voluntarily to 
suspend the rates until Aug. 1. Meantime, 
on June 18. the present law was ‘passed giv- 
ing the commission power to suspend rates. 
subsequently the proposed taxifis again were 
nus pended voluntarily, first to Nov. 1 and 
later until Feb. 1, 1911. The commission 
found itself unable physically to conclude 
its consideration of the cases by Feb. 1, and 
again the rates were suspended until March 


15. 

In Withholding finally its approval of the 
proposed increases, the commission holds— 
and its decision in both the eastern and west- 
ern cases was unanimous—tnat the carriers 
did not in the proceedings sustain what the 
law imposes upon them—1. e., the burden of 
proof that absolute necessity existed forthe 

_ e@vances proposed. 

In his discussion of the eastern case, Com- 
missioner Prouty says that “the railroad 
rates of this country have not been construct- 
ed as a rule upon any scié@htific basis, and 
this is especially true of the interstate rates. 

He points out that rates have been put 
into effect without special inquiry as to the 
amount of revenue they might produce or 
gs to the burden the particular co ity 
affected by the rate ought to bear. 


Reasonableness Not Shown. 


“Tt might not follow,“ the opinion says, 
“even if we were of the opinion that these 
carriers were entitled to additional revenue, 
that they ought to obtain it from an advance 
of these particular rates.” 

Commissioner Prouty discusses the ques 
tion whether the defendant carriers are justi- 
fied at this time in demanding additional 
revenues from the public for the services 
they are giving. In answering the question 
im the negative Commissioner Prouty con- 
cedes that the increase in the labor accounts 
of the roads during the last year has been 
from 8 to 8 per cent of their payrolls, aggre- 
gating, for the forty-one lines, gpproximate- 
ly $35.000 000 a year. ö 8 

The opinion holds. however, that the 
earriers have not. by showing that the in- 
creases in wages more than equal the in- 
creases in rates, made out the reasonable 
ness of the proposed ‘advanced rates, be- 
cause, it is indicated, it appears that dur- 
ing the year ending on June 30, 1910, the net 
earnings of these railroads aggregated $51,- 
000,000 more than during the year 1909.“ 

While it is admitted that this is not con- 
elusive against the propriety of the ad- 
vances, ‘‘it does show that we cannot con- 


2 clusively presumem from an Increase in oper- 


ating expense that there should be @ corre- 
sponding increase in transportation charge.“ 


Haven’t Given Sufficient Attention. 

It is laid down as a principie that no ten- 
eral advance in rates should be permitted 
until carriers have exhausted every reasona- 
ble effort toward economy in their business, 
and the opinion is expressed that railroad 


operators have not given to this subject the 


attention which it deserves. . 
After considering fully the question of just 
how far freight rates properly can be in- 
creased on account ot the extremely expen- 
sive improvements required by the passenger 
service of the lines. and analyzing thorough- 
ly the financial and operating methods of 
several important eastern roads, including 
the Pennsylvania, the New York Central, the 
Baltimore and Ohio, and the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Ceniral, the opinion concludes: 
“Tt seems plain that they have not sus 
ed the burden the statutes casts upon 
of justifying the proposed advanced 
rates, in so far as that justification depends 
upon the necessity for greater net revenue. 
“There is no evidence before us which 
establishes the necessity for higher rates.

Guarantees Against Confiscation. 
In concluding bis opinion, whith was 
adopted unanimously as the expression of 

the commission, Commissioner Lane says: 
The constitution of the United States guar 
antees the carriers against the confiscation 
of the property or the taking of the same 
out due process of law. Without this 


constitutional guaranty, which is distinct-

We are 
dealing here with a difficult problem. in- 
volving multitudinous facts and an infinite 
variety of modifying conditions, which make 
the establishment of principles and the fram- 
ing of policies a matter of slow evolution. 
Congress has laid down a few rules. These 
We are attempting to apply. 

“It is not for us to say that we represent 
the government and may have a policy of 
our own which in any degree runs counter 
to the power granted to us or the duty im- 
posed upon us. The railroads may not look 
to this tribunal to negative or modify the 
expressed will of the legislature. They have 
laid before us the facts and the law which 
would make for a justification of their 
course In the increasing of rates. To our 
mind their justification has not been con- 
vincing.”’ . 


In the Southwestern Case. 

In the southwestern case, the opinion of 
which was prepared by Commissioner Har- 
lan, the amount of the increased revenue m- 
volved in the proposed advances was not 0 
considerable as in either of the cases present- 
ed herewith. The increases were defended by 
the carriers, however, on the same grounds of 
insufficient revenues and inadequate returns 
on investments. 

Commissioner Harlan finds that the car- 
riers in the southwest have not prospeted as 
have many in other parts of the country, and 
in common with the other commissioners de- 


rates. 


MARKS NEW ERA, SAYS BRANDEIS. 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 23.—Louis D. Brandeis, 
who appeared before the interstate com- 
merce commission in opposition to the rate 
advance, sald tonight that certain features 
of the decision mark a new era in American 
railroading Mr Brandeis said: 
The decision of the interstate commerce 
commission declining to approve the pro- 
posed advance in freight rates will. of course, 
give great satisfaction to the manufactur- 
ers and merchants whose businees was men- 
aced by the sweeping rate increase con- 
templated by the railroads. But the decision 


is of even greater importance to the con- 
sumer—particularly to wage earners—upon 
whom the burden of advanced retes would 
have ultimately rested. 

“The plan of the railroads to meet thetr 
own larger operating coets by combining to 
raise rates could in the end have proved 
fatal to the railroads themselves. fo that 
course involved the vicious circle of e m- 
creasing freight rates and ever unn 
cost of living 

“ When President Willard of the Baltiniors 
and Ohio rafirced admitted tn answering 
Commissioner Lane that fn his opinion t here 
would have to be progressive iereases in 
freight rates. he made it clear that some way 
other than advarcee in rates would have to 
be found. of meeting the railroads’ needs. 


Says Roads Will Find It Good. | 

“Commissioner Prouty's declaration that 
no general advance in rates should be per- 
mitted until carriers have exhausted every 
reasonable effort toward economy in their 
business and that ‘before any genera] ad- 
vance can de permitted it must appear with 
reasonable certainty that cargiers have ex- 
ercised proper economy in the purchase of 
their supplies. in the payment of their wages, 
and in the general conduct of their business, 
marks a new era in American railroading. | 

“ While the decision of the interstate com- 
merce commission may seem to the railroads 
now a serious blow, the time Is I believe. not 
far distant when it will be recognized by them 
to have been a great blessing. The decision 
compels them to look within. instead of with- 
out for nelief. “he able rallroad managers 
will soon learn to greatly incréase their net 
incomes by scientific management 3 

“They will show lessened operatine costs 
in spite of higher wages; and by maintaining 
or lowering rates they will secure increases 
in the volume of business.

COMMENT ON BOTH SIDES. 

The decision of the interstate commerce 
commission holding that the railroads are 
not entitled to advance freight rates was 
received with jubilation by the shippers as 
indicating a decisive victory in a persistent 
campaign they have waged ever since the 
proposed advances were first discussed, 
three years ago. 

It was received with corresponding gloom 
in the railroad offices, where hopes * 
chance to increase their revenues had been 
aroused to a high pitch-by the constant 
stream of rumors during the last two weeks 
that the western roads were to get nearly 
all the advances they had asked for. 

From the first reports the roads were in- 
clined to see a ray of hope in the statement of 
the commission that it did not desire to tle 
up the western commodity rates by issuing 
an order good for two years if the roads 

would withdraw their tariffs now under sus- 
pension. 

As the western advances were ‘confined 
solely to commodity tariffs without af- 
fecting class rates. there was a feeling that 
the commission might approve some of the 
increases most desired if filed separately and 
with opportutnity for a complete hearing 
on the merits of each case 


“Triumph for Business Men.” 

“All we ever asked was that the matter 
be submitted to the interstate commerce 
commission for arbitration.” sald John M. 
Glenn. secretary of the IJlinois Manufactur- 
ere’ association and one of the most active 
opponents of higher rates. 

The decision ts a big triumph for the bust- 
ness men, but we do not want to crow over 
the fellows who have lost. We first asked 
the roads to confer with us, and when they 
refused that we secured an injunction v 

* We didn’t think the roads were warrant- 
ed in any advance on account of their in- 
ereased net earnings. While they undoubt- 
edly felt last spring that they couldn't do 
anything without an increase in revenues, of 
late their increasing business has shown 
them they could go ahead and buy again and 
make plans for improvements and double 
tracking. 

“We are greatly pleased with the de- 
cision,”’ said H. C. Barlow, traffic director of 
the Chicago Association of Commerce. and a 
member of the shippers’ committee in charge 
of the case against the eastern roads. “ We 
made an honest effort, and we believe the de- 
cision was justified under the showing made 
by both sides. 

“Tt is a great victory. and I think a fair 
decision,” said WilHam Duff Haynie, coun- 
sel for the Iliinols Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion. “The interstate commerte commis- 
sion gave every possible consideration to the 
case. 

It le a victory for the shippers, but it 10 
a greater victory for the ultimate consumer, 
the man who really pays the freight.” 


Surprise to Burlington Head.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.—The senate, 
although in executive session for two hours, 
again failed to ratify the treaty with Japan, 
sent to that body on Tuesday by the presi- 
dent, but it appears to be in somewhat im- 
proved posture. 

Senator Hale, who was its most bitter critic 
yesterday, is said to have exhibited no oppo- 
sition to it at the session today. Several far 
western senators. however, asked further 
time to study the matter, and especially to 
ascertain the sentiments of thei: constitu- 
ents after they had had time to understand 
the nature of the treaty. 

Secretary of State Knox had a long confer 
ence with Senator Hale, and, it is said, con- 
vinced the Maine senator that his objections 
to the treaty on the tariff side were not well 
founded. 


Clash Is Over Immigration, 

The immigration question is said to have 
been the question most discussed in the ex- 
ecutive session this afternoon. That the 
practical effect of the treaty in that respect 
is not what the people of the Pacific coast 
evidently have assumed it to be and that 
their fears are groundless was the eseence 
of a telegram sent today by President Taft 
to Gov. Johnson of California. 

Attention was drawn today to the fact that 
this nation’s present tariff arrangement with 
Japan in the treaty of 1894 consists of the 
usual “favored nation” provisions. which 
give the United States the benefit of the 
unilateral tariff conventions made by Japan 
with Great Britain, France, Germany, and 
Austria-Hungary. This country has no such 
conventional tariff with Japan. 

As a result of this arrangement a considera- 
ble number of the principal Imports from 
America, such as machinery. flour, and to- 
bacco, which are not covered by the conven- 
tional tariffs of other countries, have during 
the last twelve years been subject to a fluc- 
tuating and gradually increasing statutory 
tariff rate. It is the United States that bene- 
fits by the treaty, it would appear.

I call the attention of sen- 
ators again to the fact that the issue we 
are determining is the validity of an ¢led- 
tion, and it is not an agreeable thing, as 
a man or as a citizen, to be confr>natel with 
facts showing that an election is inva:id, 
an election upom which the very life of our 
government and institutions depends. But 
before I return to the record of the testimony 
and ask the senate to go with me I wish to 
make one or two remarks concerning the 
address to which we listened yesterday. :

But, Mr. President, it is apparent 
that that part of the sitting member's well 
arranged femarks. does not touch the ques- 
tion involved in this case. and I think all 
senators on both sides will agree that his 
engaging analysis of the modern term, ‘ bell- 
wether,’ in politics, which so amused and in- 
terested us, does not touch the question. 

“It was a valuable contribution to the 
lexicography of political terms, altacugh ! 
do not think all of us will quite agree with 
our duty as described by the sitting member 
in the following of a ‘ bellwether.’ 

„There was one mistake that he made on 
this, in fact. He attributed to the senator 
from New York (Mr. Root) the honor cf 
originating the term ‘bellwether’ and ap- 
plying it to Manny Abrahams. That, t 
was done under oath by Mr. Browne, this new 
Abraham Lincoln, who swears that Manny 
Abrahams was the ‘ bellwether’ of hi#fac- 
tion, stood at the head of the roll call, and 
that when any of his faction wanted to know 
how Browne thought they should vote they 
listened to find out how Manny Abrahams 
would vote, and then, as Browne says, fol- 
lowed their ‘ bellwether.’ 


Beveridge Follows No “Bellwether.” 

In that particular I was glad the sitting 
member made the reference because that is 
pertinent. Aside from that, it is not, of 
course, we all understand, the practice which 
we loosely follow—nearly all of us—for on 
strictly party questions when we come from 
busy occupations in the committee room we 
vote with our party. 

But. Mr. President, I never understood 
that my duty as a senator or my oath of 
office required me to vote on grave questions 
affecting the welfare of millions of people 
as some other man voted, without any 
knowledge of my own or without any con- 
victions derived from those that had know- 


“But whatever we may think of ‘bell 
wethers’ we must agree that the Hinky 
Dink’ incident, and the relief to Galligan 
when his wife was sick, a thing which many 
a man in this chamber andi thousands of pri- 
yate citizens, have done time and again— 
a praiseworthy thing, a thing which I ad- 
mired and approved on the part of the 
sitting -member—still, Mr. President, it had 
nothing to do with the case.

Testimony of “Bad Men.” 

According to the committee, bribery never 
could be proved because the moment a man 
confessed and was caught in the tangle of 
cirtumstances, their theory is that you must 
disbelieve him because he isa bad man. And 
he is a bad man because he accepted a bribe 
and there you cannot believe him. So you 
perceive tne reasoning in circlés which the 
committee adopts to hold up this title to this 
office. 

What kind of men did they think would 
accept bribes? These men, we are told, we 
must not believe because they are such in- 
famous fellows. Well, will any other kind 
of fellows accept bribes? It willnot do. The 
American people will accept no such verdiet, 
and, after all, while we are the jury, the 
American people are the court to which we 
must return our verdict. That position is 
against common sense. It ts an insult to rea- 
son: When senators wote they must vote 
knowing what the testimony shows,” 

The senator continued his comment on the 
testimony, taking up each witness and bring- 
ing out the corroboration of the admissions. 
His speech was interrupted by executive ges- 
sion and he gave notice that he would con- 
clude tomorrow.

He had been head of the 
general staff of the army for three and a 
half years and was a personal friend of Presi- 
dent Fallieres. He was born in 1840.

Merriam Asserts Rival Ignored 
Law While Treasurer.

AG. Chanies E. Merriam yesterday charged 
that John R. Thompson, candidate for mayor, 
Received an income of more than $100,000 
u year during the four yeare of his term es 
county treasurer. 

This is the charge that Mr. Thompson last 
night specifically denied. 

At two noonday meetings in the Garrick 
and Iyric theaters Mr. Merriam elaborated 
on the allegation that these emoluments of 
$100,000 und more per year—instead of the 
statutory $4,000 a year salary and 810500 
a year as tax collector for seven townshipe 
—were enjoyed by Mr. Thompson at the ex- 
pense of the public treasury. 

By statute and the state constitution of 
Hilinois,” the Merriam statement sets forth, 
“the county treasurer is entitled only to 
$4,000, his salary, the Hmitation of the law 
being that his salary shall be no more than 
is received by the circuit judge, who receive 
$10,000. ‘Nevertheless, John R. Thompson, 
while county treasurer, regularly paid him- 
self enormous sums as county collector, the 
same being of record.“

Don't say you were entitled 
to it as collector, because the law as laid 
down by the Supreme Court is thet the 
county treasurer is not entitled to additional 
compensation as ex-officio collector.

Mary Garden Disturbs 


„Natoma's Rehearsal. 


Philadelphia, Pa, Feb. 23.— [Special. I— The 
long looked for and often deferred dress re- 
hearsal of Victor Herbert’s Hispana-Indian 
opera, “ Natoma,” which is the first strictly 
American grand opera ever staged, was given 
at the Metropolitan Opera house this morning. 

Mr. Campanini was in charge of the re- 
hearsal, but both Mr. Dippel and Victor Her- 
bert flitted about the auditorium, making mem- 
cranda as to possible changes in stage effects, 
‘and at times consulting with the musical di- 
rector as to the actual thing in hand at the 
moment, 

The company which is singing the opera in 
English is made up, with the-exception of John 
McCormack, Lillian Grenville; and Mary Gar- 
den, of those whose language is not Anglo- 
Saxon, but their training has been such that, so 
far as enunciation and pronunciation, they were 
in some instances more impeccable than their 
English speaking associates.

It was the strict rule of the opera company 
that every person participating in a dress re- 
hearsal of “Natoma” must appear fully made 
up for the part to be taken. The rule was 
broken, defied, and disdainfully swept aside by 
that self-willed prima donna, Mary Garden, 

The story concerns the wig that Miss Garden 
was to have worn in the character of Natoma, 
the young Indian maiden who loves the Ameri- 
can lieutenant, and gives him up to Barbara, 
the white girl who has befriended her. 

This wig had been weeks in the process of 
manufacture by a New York house. It arrived 
yesterday and was sent to the dressing room, 
where Miss Garden was preparing to make up. 
Suddenly there tssued from the dressing room 
a series of staccato cries: 

Look! Ridiculous! It’s an insult! Out- 
rageous! Certainly I won't wear it! It's a per- 
fectly stupid blunder! Indeed, I shan't! No, 
won't go on in character! I'll go on just as 
I am, and you can tell them so. I'll be no Aunt 
Mandy in this show!” 

The wigmaker had sent a negro wig instead 
of the straight raven black locks of an Indian 
maiden. 

However, being in street clothes did not 
worry Miss Garden, who looked like an Ameri- 
can Louise,“ and who, when she was not sing- 
ing on the stage, came out and sat in the audi- 
ence, and chatted with friends and those in 
the management, showing great interest in the 
general interpretation. After the last act she 
went out of her way to go up and congratulate 
Miss Grenville, who sings Barbara.

The rehearsal was much more of a real re- 
hearsal than many dress rehearsals, and Cam- 
panini put in a number of “last” finishing 
touches, both for the principals and chorus. His 
interest in the work has been of a consuming 
character, and so much has this been the ease 
that Mr. Herbert has given out a letter of 
thanks to the conductor for the part he has 
played in bringing “ Natoma” to a first hear- 
ing. 

Scenically the opera is well presented and su- 
perbly costumed, and everything that Mr. Cam- 
panini can put at the command of Mr. Herbert 
in the matter of an orchestra has been done. 

The opera lasts, with ordinary waits be- 
tween the acts, about three hours. It is sched- 
uled to be produced here Saturday evening.

to both.

THE RATE QUESTION SETTLED. 

The interstate commerce commission 
has spoken and the railroads have learned 
their fate. It has decided that the in- 
creases which eastern and western rall- 
roads asked for should not be granted 
that there is no reason therefor. It does 
see a reason for the advances in rates 
asked for by the southwestern roads, ex- 
cept as to classes 3, 4, 5, and 6. 

The shippers will rejoice and the rafl- 
roads will be intensely disappointed. 
There is little doubt that they expected 
the commission would give them a part 
of what they asked for—would split the 
difference. Now it is for them to decide 
whether they will accept the verdict or 
go to the courts and attempt to make 
them see the matter in a different light. 

The public will accept the verdict un- 
hesitatingly. It knows that the commis- 
sion has reached no hasty conclusion, It 
has heard all the evidence submitted by 
railroads and shippers, and has given it 
mature consideration. The sum and sub- 
etance of it is that the railroads did not 
make out a strong case, while the ship- 
pers did. Mr. Brandeis’ contention that 
the railroads could save a million dollars 
a day may have been a little overdrawn, 
but there is no doubt that it had some 
effect on the commission; not so much, 
however, as the failure of the railroads to

AST Sunday there was published in a 
number of American newspapers a dis- 
Patch, under the date line of Madrid, 
in which King Alfonso’s mother, Queen 
Christina, was held up to more or less 
obloquy as the foe to everything in the way 
of Liberalism and as the champion of reac- 
tion in Spain. 

This is not the first time charges of this 
kind have been made against Queen Chris- 
tina, which have furnished the basis of fairy 
tales according to which her ultra-Conserva- 
tive views have brought her into violent 
eonflict with her daughter-in-law, Queen 
Ena, who is represented as urging her hus- 
band in the direction of anti-Clerical and 
advanced Liberal reforms. 

Now, whatever may be the political lean- 
ings of Queen Ena, it is absurd to describe 
Queen Christina as reactionary. In fact, 
those who circulate such stories are endowed 
with short memories. For otherwise they 
would remember that Queen Christina, dur- 
ing her sixteen years of regency, placed her 
principal reliance upon the Liberals and 
made of their leader, old Sefior Sagasta, her 
chief adviser, mentor, and friend, 

In fact, King Alfonso may be said to have 
been brought up on the knees of Sagasta, 
whom he treated much like a father, and 
who in turn accorded ſto him not the mere 
loyalty of a-premier to his sovereign but the 
devoted affection of a father to hisson. To 
such a degree did Queen Christina throw in 
her lot with the Liberals that the Conserva- 
tives, under Canovas del Castillo, were en- 
raged thereby to the extent of publicly dis- 
cussing the inauguration of steps to remove 
her from the regency and to appoint in her 
stead her sister-in-law, the Infanta Isabella, 
on the ground that the clauses of the constl-

their support to Queen Christina's regency, 
since the latter was endowing Spain with 
nearly all the reforms that figured on the 
program of the Republican party. 

Since Don Alfonso attained his majority, 
and more especially since his marriage, 
Queen Christina hag made a point of re- 
maining carefully aloof from politics and has 
ghown a peculiar delicacy in avoiding every- 
thing that could be construed as an attempt 
on her part to sway the course of her son 
as sovereign.

Chicago, Feb. 28.—[(To the Friend of the 
People.]—I understand that when a grocer, 
for instance, sells short weight or misrep- 
resents his merchandise, he can be prose 
euted.

N FEBRUARY 9TH, a “rider,” a form of legislation positively prohibited in many of the States, was, in the United States Senate, suddenly 
and unexpectedly tacked on to the Postoffice Appropriation Bill (which had already passed the House) providing in effect that : 
Beginning on July 1, 1911, the postage rate on every “sheet” of a periodical other than a newspaper on which any advertising is 
printed be increased from one cent to four cents a pound, except that periodicals mailing less than 4,000 pounds of each issue are exempt. 
The Postoffice claims that second-class mail causes a loss to the Postoffice and is responsible for the deficit; that- magazines, owing to their 
longer haul, cost the Government five cents a pound to transport, while newspapers cost only two cents a pound to transport; that magazines 


That instead of second class mail causing a 
loss of millions to the Postoffice, the deficits have always DECREASED 
when second class mail INCREASED, over the whole period of thirty-

In a popular magazine published on November 26, 1910, 
was printed a 224 line advertisement of a high grade pub- 
lishing house. 

3,700 replies were received, 1,776 of them cnc ates ed each 
10 cents in first class postage. 

The paper in which this advertisement was printed 
weighed .132815 ounces. The half of it printed with the 
advertisement weighed .06640626 ounces. 

1,070,000 copies of the medium were sent through the 
United States mails, so that the Postoffice transported 
4,440.9 pounds of this advertisement.

New York, Feb. 28 [Special. I—If it be 
true, as some of the magazine proprieiors 
have alleged, that politics explains the pur- 
pose of the post office department in urging 
an increase of postage upon second class 
mail matter, that would seem a logical de- 
velopment of the purpose which led the 
postoffice department about twenty-six years 


mat- 
ago to reduce postage upon second class | 


ter from 2 cents a pound to 1 cent, the pres- 


ent rate. 

The postoffice department discovered in 
the late seventies that it was receiving little 
noney for postage upon second class matter, 
which is confined chiefly to publications, 
daily and periodical. The department then 
zollected postage, or tried to, from offices 
where these publications were dehvered, but 
there was continual default by reason of the 
failure of postmasters to collect payment 
from persons to whom publications were de- 
livered. 

Col. Alfred Waddell, a representative 1 
congress ‘from North Carolina, was in 1877 
4 member of the committee on postoffices 
and post roads. He ‘shared the view of the 
postoffice department that something should 
be done by congress to make it possible for 
the department to collect postage upon second 
class mall matter. 


Agreement on Former Rate. 

Col. Waddell reasoned that the publishers 
were fair minded men. He therefore ar- 
ranged a meeting at which he, as % member 
of the committee of postoffices and post 
roads, and a representative body or? pub- 
lishers, both of magazines and of news- 
papers, got together and compared views. 
An agreement was reached that_a rate of2 
cents a pound, to be paid at che office of 
publication, was a fair rate both t> the guv- 
ernment and to the publishers. Through 
this codperation between the publisaers and 
the government the rate was fixed by con- 
gress at 2 cents a pound. It caused no com- 


plaint. 


In 1884 Frank Hatton of Iowa became post- 
master general. Mr. Hatton professed to be 
strongly in favor of the renominaiion of 
President Arthur that year, and to this sup- 
port of the renomination of Arthur many 
politicians of that time attributed Hat ton s 
recommendations that the postage upon sec- 
ond class mall matter be reduced to 1 cent 
a pound. At any rate, his recommendation 
was accepted by congress. 
~ .. Fails as Political Scheme. 

Tt was expected that by reason of this 
reduction of postage many newspapers and 
all magazines or weekly publications would 
be persuaded to give enthusiastic support 
to the renomination of President Arthur. It 
was, however, an expectation which miscar- 
ried. The reduction of postage attracted not 
the slightest attention. As «a poiitiral 
scheme it was a failure.. 

A few years later the manufacture of 
printing paper @t low cost and the perfect 
ing of half tone illustrations, and the j cent 
postage rate made it possible to issue aitrac- 
tive publications at @ cost greatly below ihe 
cost established before these improvements 
came about. This explains the opening of 
the era of the cheap magazines. A great 
reading pubHc,,not hitherto purchasers of 
magazines, eagerly welcomed the low priced 
magazine, and many 10 cent magazines wera 
established. Great circulations were pro- 
cured, followed by great increase in the 
volume of advertising. But the more suc- 
cessful of the publishers of the 10 cent maga- 
zines realized after a year or two that the 
wholesale price of these magazines did not 
cover the cost of producing them. From ad- 
vertising-alone the profits Were obtained. 


Think Sudden Increase Unfair. 

It is now claimed by the publishers that 
there is an implied obligation on the part 
of the government to maintain the present 
per pound rate of postage, since, through 
making this rate, the government was in- 
strumental in part in the establishment of 
the cheap priced magazine. In other words, 
it is held by the publishers that it would 
not be fair to them of a sudden to charge 
a greativ increased rate for second class 
matter. : 

Within a aay or two the suggestion has 
been made that a. plan for the solution of 
tiie problem be now followed similar to the 
on e adopted in 1877.

change place, Jersey City, today, the management 
of the company was forced to adjourn the meeting 
until March 2. pending argument on the injunction 
which will be held before Vice Chancellor Howell at 
Newark on Feb. 28 On that date J. S. Bache & 
Co., who represent the minority stockholders to 
the amount of between 200,000 and 225,000 shares, 
will ask that a master in chancery be appointed to 
conduct the election, 

The meeting adjourned immediately after being 
called to order by Vice President L. C. Krautoff, 
oh motion of Henry Wollman, counsel for the mi- 
nority stockholders. Krautoff at this time stated 
thet there were 470,000 shares represented at the 
meeting, but this did not include minority stock- 
hoidings, which had not been presented. Presum- 
ably the 470,000 shares mentioned by Krautoff are 
controlled by the Central Leather management, 
which gives it a large majority. There are about 

700 000 shares outstanding. About sixty stock- 
holders were present in person at the meeting, and 
many additional proxies were given to J. 8.

Prices Decline 20 to 40 Points in New 
Tork Market as Result of Liquida- 
tion—Resolution in Congress. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—There was heavy general 
selling in the coffee market today, with prices 
closing at a decline of 20@40 points following re- 
ports that a resolution had been introduced inte 
congress asking for an investigation of an alleged 
coffee trust. This was supposed to refer to the 
valorization scheme of the Brazilian goyernment, 
which accumulated about 7,000,000 bags of coffee 
during 1907, and whose remaining supply, amount- 
ing to over 6,000,000 bags, is said to be controlled 
by @ marketing committee of bankers and mer- 
chants, whose headquarters are abroad. 

While reports of possible fedéral action undoubt- 
edly caused consideranpie pressure against the 
market, the weakness seemed to originate with 
lower cables from Havre and cheaper offerings 
from Brazil.

Following oyt his plan announced several 
weeks ago, Judge Grosscup appointed a 
new receiver for the Chicago & Milwaukee 
Electric railroad yesterday. W. O. John- 
son, who brought the Freeport Street rails 
way out of its troubles, and a director in 
the Western Trust and Savings bank, is 
now in charge of the operation of the former 
Frost road that runs from Evanston to Mil- 
waukee, under an order entered by Judge 
Grosscup Tuesday, but which was not made 
public until during the day. 

The former receivers, D. R. Hanna, George 
G. Moore and W. Irving Osborn, who were 
appointed two years ago when the financial 
troubles of the road culminated in receiver- 
ship proceedings, are retained in an advisory 
capacity, but without ‘salary. 

Mr. Johnson’s appointment followed closeiy upon 
a conference between Judge Grosscup and the 
Canadian and American securſty holders, at which 
it was agreed that a plan for reorganization wl! 


be speedily drawn up and submitted to Judge 
Grosscup for his approval. 


Tires of Dilatory Tactics. 


About a month ago Judge®Grosscup announced 
that he was tired of the dilatory tactics of the 
receivers and security holders and gave warning 
that if some plan of reorganization was not agreed 
upon speedily, and particularly if they did not 
arrange some way for the Milwaukee electric to 
get into Chicago, either over the Northwestern 
elevated or the Metropolitan elevated, he would 
take matters in his own hands, appoint a new re- 
ceiver, and proceed to sell the road under fore- 
closure. 

This announcement caused the security holders 
to get together, and it was agreed between. them 
and Judge Grosscup that a plan for reorganiza- 
tion’ will be drawn up at an early date, and that 
his decision as to whether it is the best plan to be 
carried out will be considered final. In the mean- 
time it was further agreed that Mr. Johnson, who 
has no interest in the property, saving for the fact 
that he is a director of the bank which is trustee 
under the issue of Wisconsin bonds, shall assume 
active charge.

Called Faulty by the City 
Prosecutor. 


TELLS RESULTS OF TEST. 
Charges Product Bought Is Unfit 


for Food; Hearing Is Ad- 
journed Till Monday. 


Hearing of testimony in the trial of the 


Collins Bros.’ Ice Cream company on a 
charge of selling impure ice cream was begun 
yesterday afternoon in Municipal Judge Cot- 
trell's court. Two witnesses were called, but 
the examination of neither was completed. 
The city is basing its case on a test made 
Aug. 16. A quart brick of ice cream from 
which the test was made was purchased on 
the afternoon of that date from the drug store 
of James A. Patterson, 1801 Wabash avenue, 
by W. W. Armstrong, a city milk inspector. 
Together with other bricks of ice cream it 
was taken to the city laboratory. Following 
the test it was declared to be impure, adul- 
terated, and unfit for food. 
Mr. Patterson was the first witness, and 
efter he had been questioned as to- whose 
ice cream he handled at his store he was 


withdrawn until the examination of Arm- 


strong, the next witness, had been completed.

Tells of Test for City. 

City Prosecutor Frank N. Hillis, im his 
opening address to the jury, said: 
“We will show you that ice cream pur- 
chased from a drug store which had been 
sold to the druggist by the defendant com- 
pany was taken to the city laboratory and 
found to contain 16,000,000 bacteria per cubio 
centimeter. 
“We will show you the construction of 
the defendant's factory where dirt from 
hay and the odor from horses, 100 of which 
are kept on the second floor, is conducive to 
the breeding of bacteria. After showing 
you this we will ask that the maximum fine 
of $100 be imposed.” 


Claims Laboratory “Was Filthy.” 

In answering the city prosecutor, | Attor- 
ney Edward L. Richter, counse) for Collins 
Bros., declared the city chemist’s labora- 
tory was “one of the filthiest rooms in Chi- 
cago at the time the test was made. Guinea 
pigs and rabbits died in their cages and were 
left there for days, he said. 

‘TI will prove that this trial is the result of 
a conspiracy between a city official and tue 
ice trust,” he said, but this was stricken 
from the court records when an objection 
from City Prosecutor Frank L. Childs was 
sustained. 

The jury in the case will be taken on a trip 
of inspection of the plant of the ice cream 
company at 1601 Indiana avenue Monday 
morning.
